Now is a good time to apply 
nitrogen to deciduous and walnut 
orchards. Deciduous orchards 
should receive about 80 pounds of 
actual nitrogen per acre per year, 
while walnuts should be given 
100 ot 150 pounds of actual nitro-. 
gen per acre per year. 

The meaning of actual nitrogen 
is derived from the percentage of 
nitrogen given on the sack. “ Some 
run 20.5 per cent nitrogen, others 
33 per cent, etc. For example, 
if it runs 20.5 per cent nitrogen 
it would take 500 pounds of the 
material to make 100 pounds of 
actual nitrogen: Nitrogen is & 
growth prompting substance and 
fis needed to keep trees in a vig- 
orous condition.

The cause of black measles has 
not been discovered. Usually only 
a part of the vine is affected. A 
vine may show symptoms of the 
disease one season and not the 
inext, on the other hand, some 
|vines show the disease year after 
year. 

If enough vines per acre are af- 
fected to warrant spraying, all 
the vines should be sprayed. The 
amount of control obtained by 
spraying varies considerably. It 
is impossible to eliminate all cases 
of measles. Some varieties should 
not be sprayed in consecutive 
years because the yield is reduced. 
This is not true with Thompsons.

Olive pruning 
way in many Tulare County 
groves, since winter is a good 
time to get this job done — pro- 
viding no olive knot is present.

; brush trees, pruning is essential. 


It is also necessary to thin the 
trees sufficiently so that all the 


;foliage may be wet with spray in 


order to hold the olive parlatoria 
scale in check. 

A regular Annual pruning will 
be helpful in regulating crop pro- 
duction. Unpruned trees are prone 
to alternate crops — heavy one 
year, light the next. Also, when 
trees are allowed to go several 
years without pruning and then 
severely pruned heavy suckering 
results, and the ensuing crop is 
greatly reuced. 

Regular removal of weak, shad- 
ed growth and improperly spaced 
branches strengthens the tree and 
helps to improve light conditions. 
By judiciously pruning olive trees 
that are properly spaced maxi- 
mum fruitfulness can be , main- 
tained.
